press for partiality toward the insnrg- 
•euta, and in'speaking of the Utter said 
that if the Cubans gaJued the independ- 
ence they sought they would reduce 
Cuba to an iuierioj place among the 
nations of the world, analagons, he 
said, to the low position of Hayti, San 
Domingo and Guatemala. 


The Btittemeiit reivched Senor Lazo- 


Arriaga in due time through the medi- 
-nm of the "clippings burean." He re- 
sented Guatemala's being helfl up as a. 
type of national inferiority. He there- 
upon addresrfed a letter to Senor de 
Lome, which, although couched in the 
smooth phrases of diplomacy, left no 
doabt of Senor Arriaua's indignation. 
The letter is understood to have pointed 
<sut, among other things, the following: 


That Guatemala did not at present 
iave an insurrection of her people on 
her hands; that Guatemala had made 
more material progress during the last 
7§ years than Spain: that it was per- 
missable for Seaor Bupuy de Lome to 
make such reflections as he chose upon 
Spain or Cuba, but that his position an 
» diplomat made it incompatible that he 
chould publicly insult other countries.

TAMPA, Fin., Sept. 27.—Among the 


p.issengers 
arriving on the 
Cuban 


steamer last night was Seuor Jose Au«- 
l«y. a dentist from Sagua La Grande, 
accompanied by his sons, Luis and An- 
relio. These gentleman were reported 
as suspects, aud were said to be harbor- 
ing ammunition. A force of Spanish 
officers thoroughly searched their prem- 
ises but without result. Xeverthelesii 
they were arrested and thrown into a 
loatnesonio dungeon for 86 hours, the 
rentiUation holes of-which were stopped 
up. During this period they were given 
neither food nor drink, and were barred 
from communicating with their family. 
They were detained altogether seven 
days.

privilege of a costing vote, 


A two-thirds \-ote of tha executive council 


ehall bo nccnwary to override any motion or 
act of tho president of the Irish National alli- 
ance. The secretary shall be appointed by the 
president : all other otHco-i shall be elected by 
thv urgiiuiztition in regular convention. 


The president, vice president and one mem- 


ber of the executive council, such member to 
1x- selected by the executive council, sluiil be 
liable for the fuads of tho organization.

Sept. 27. — The crush 


in the corridors at the entrance to the 
court was greater yesterday than cpon 
any other day since the trial begnn.

Sergeant Reynolds, the polio* officer 


who conducted the search of Emanuel 
chnrch after the discovery of the bodies 
of Blanche Lament and Minnie Wil- 
liams, was the first witness called to 
the stand. After describing the furni- 
ture and other articles found in the pss-

chisel marks found in the door leading 
to the belfry. The door and casing 
through which the murderer passed with 
the body of his victim were brought 
into court, and formed one of the most 
interesting exhibits produced. Tho •wit- 
ness testified that tha marks corre- 
sponded in size to a chisel found in a 
tool box in Rev. Jo\n George Gibson's 
itndy. The witness was also asked to 
identify a shoe supposed to have beeu 
•etained with blood which was found in 
the pastor's study. As Sergeant Rey- 
nolds did not know to whom the shoe 
.belonged. Sergeant Burke was called, 
hut he was also in ignorance with re- 
•jjard to the ownership of the shoe. 


Dr. Cheney of Coopftr Medical college, 


.who was supposed to be the mainstay of 
the defense was the nest witness. He 
•aid the lecture on April 3 began at S.oO 
and lasted until 4:15, at the close of 
which the roll was called. The witness 
did not know whether Durrant was 
present or not, as the roll was called by 
Dr. F. P. Gray. Dr. Cheney was tem- 
porarily excused and Dr. Gray sum- 
moned. Dr. Gray did not know whether 
Durrant was present or not, but as- 
sumed that he was from the fact that he 
was not marked absent on the rollcal!. 
Questioned with regard to the rollcall 
book, the witness admitted that the 
entry of April 3 was not an original 
record, as it had been transferred from 
another paje subsequent to that date 
for the purpose of rectifying an error. 
On this ground the district attornc;," 
moved that tho book be not admitted as 
an exliibit. but the objection was over- 
ruled. Dr. Cheney was recalled and re- 
iterated his statement to the effect that 
he had no recollection of seeing Durrant 
at the lecture given on the afternoon of 
Aprils. Attorney Euprey was plainly 
'nettled at the conflir , between what tha 
defense had promised Dr. Cheney would 
testify to and what he really did say, so 
another effort was made to obtain a sat- 
isfactory answer. 
The witness was 


asked if in a conversation with one of 
the attorneys for the defense he (the 
witness) had not said that he believed 
that Durrant was present at the lecture. 


The court asked Attorney Duprey if 


he was trying to impeach his own wit- 
ness, and sustained an objection inter- 
posed by the prosecution. 


On cross-examination District Attor- 


ney Barnes tried to show that students 
nt the college frequently had their class- 
mates answer to their names at rollcall 
when they \vere absent. The witness 
was asked if in his opiu.ion as an in- 
structor at the college he had not be- 
come aware of the existence of such a 
practice. The defense objected to the 
question on account of its sweeping na- 
ture. The courfc sustained the objec- 
tion, but intimated that the question 
might be asked if made in proper form. 
Two or three more questions of similar i 
importance were asked, hut objections 
were sustained in each case. Court ad- 
journed with the cross-examination of 
Dr. Cheney still incomplete.

The Teeth of Elephant*. 


"'Whoever has looked inside an ele- 


phant's mouth has seen a strange sight," [ 
said an elephant trainer; "Elephants | 
have no front teeth, and they never eat 
flesh or any food that requires tearing 
apart. Eight teeth are all they have, 
two above and below on each side, huge 
yellow molars as wide as a man's htmd 
Mid a couple of inches thick. Over these 
hay or fodder is shifted by the queerest, 
ugliest tongue in the whole animal 
kingdom, a tongue that is literally bung 
at both ends, having no power of move- 
ment except in tbe middle, where it 
•hiflu back and forth from gide to side, 
arching up against the roof of the big 
month like an immense wrinkling, pink 
serpent. There is nothing stranger than 
the working of an elephant's tongue, 
unless it be the working of his breath- 
ing apparatus when he sleeps. Ele- 
phants, like human beings, have two 
•eta of teeth; the milk teeth, which are 
•mailer than the permanent molars, fall 
out when the animals are about 14 years 
old. These baby teeth, which are never- 
thelew enormous, are occasionally picked 
up by circus men among the fodder and 
preserved as curiosities.

WASHINGTON, Sect. 27. — Xonnaa 


Wiard has esked that the board of forti- 
fications make an allotment for the 
Heading-Wiard 12-inch rifle, which he 
haa brought almost to the point of com- 
pletion. This is an old Rodman smooth- 
bore castirou gun converted into a rifle, 
and Mr. Wiard told the board that this 
weapon wonld show one-third more en- 
ergy than any other 12-inch rifle, could 
be fired more rapidly and wonld show 
greater endurance than the best of tna 
modern expensive steel guns.

• The best preventive of galls is well 
fitting harws. Huraess should never 
be bought when the animal is not at 
hand to be fitted. This is true of all 
parts of the harness:, ftud particularly of 
the collar. There is as great a variety 
in horses' shoulders a* there is in men's 
noses, and because acoliai- fits one horse 
is no reason why it should fit another. 
Before a collar is purchased every part 
of its face should be carefully pressed, 
that if there are hard lumps in the col- 
lar, or if it is harder in plr-eca than oth- 
ers, it may be rejected. Very many col- 
lars are poorly stuffed—one side is hard- 
er than the other, or some spots are 
harder than others. 
Such a collar will 


never be satisfactory to the man having 
a wise regard for the comfort and use- 
fulness of his horseb. One can fit a col- 
lar somewhat to a shoulder by cutting a 
slit along the grove in which the hames 
fit, pulling out pome of tho stuffing and 
pounding down the face of the collar 
with a stick of wood having no sharp 
corners. 
A slit should never be cut in 


the face of a collar.—John M. Stahl in 
Country Gentleman.

Wood Pulp Hollo 


Wood palp hollow-ware is made in 


molds of any desired shape readily 
opened and the moisture is driven one 
by compressed air through fine netting, 
the mesh holding the pulp, but permit- 
ting the water to escape. After the pulp 
is shaced, either into inclosed hollow- 
pare or other decorative articles, it is 


treated chemically so as to harden-and 
onghen the pulp. By a special treat- 
ment it is given the appearance of chi- 
na, having ako the valuable properties 


f resisting acids, oils, etc., which 
makes it adapted to oil cans, pickle 
lackages and similar articles. The gluz- 
d hollowware is intended to tike the 
ilace of glass or tin- for canned goods 
md for vases, jardinieres and otuer or- 
namental articles in imitation of earth- 
enware, pottery and china. Such arti- 
cles made-of wood pulp will not chip or 
crack. They can ba dropped with im- 
sunityand will stand considerable more 
isage'tban articles of other materials. 
The numerous applications of wood 
pulp, many of which have been men- 
iioued in these columns, point to the ex- 
jendcd use of that mateiial—Stoves 
aud Hardware Reporter.

A concensus of opinion from most 


dairy writers seems to decide that the 
so called gassy milk is more often de- 
rived from the cows' drinking water 
than from any other ronree. 


A personal examination of this mat- 


ter during the pa?t few weeks leads the 
writer to fully concur in the above men- 
tioned opiiiion. 


In this vicinity, where we have a 


heavy clay soil and a considerable es- 
tentof tmdraiiied pasture laud, the rain 
fall often gathers in small ponds, and ID 
a few days is quite stagnant and teem- 
ing with all sorts of genn life. 


Immediately the cows begin to drink 


this water the milk begins to develop 
Kas and taints and is unfitted to make 
the best quality of cheese 01 butter. 


In some cases the milk does not smell 


or taste wrong in the weigh can, and 
only when it is warmed np does it be- 
come noticeable. The curd from it will 
always contain pinboles. If made tip iu 
a small vat by themselves, we Snd thta-c 
gassy lots of milk made very spongy 
and bad flavored curds nnd that we had 
removed all trouble from the other vats. 


We now try all lots of inilk of which 


we are suspicions by taking six or eight 
onnces in a glass and allowing it to 
stand in .•» warm place until a eour curd 
has formed, when, in a gassy sample, 
the bubbles of gas will be plainly seen 
through the curd and generally gathered 
thickly beneath the cream. In samples 
where no taint of gas exists we find the 
sonr curd to be smooth, solid and free 
from air spaces.—Montreal Herald.

In the mechanical method cen- 
trifugal force is applied to the milk in 
a metallic bowl, which is made to re- 
volve very rapidly, iu some machines at 
a rate of over 7,000 revolutions per 
minute. By the force thus applied the 
serum of the milk is thrown outward 
against the resisting inside of the bowl, 
and the globules of fat are pushed in- 
ward toward the center. In the form of 
cream they are then conducted by a me- 
chanical device into one \ossel, while 
the serum, which is practically the 
Bkimmilk, is conducted into another 
vessel. The machine which is used for 
this purpose is called a contrifngal 
cream separator.—Exchange.

The furnace elag or the rock, as the 


case may be, is melted in a large cupo- 
la, and as it trickles ont at the tap hole 
in a somewhat sluggish stream it meets ! 
a high pressure steam jet which atom- 
izes the woolen mineral, if it may be so 
termed, blowing it in fleecy clouds into | 
the storage room provided for it. Soft 
and downy, the staff settles wherever a 
resting place affords itself, the heavier t 
and easier wool coming down first, while ; 
the lighter portions are blown farther i 
along by the force of the steam and set- 
tle in the more distant parts of the 
room, the material thus naturally grad- 
ing itself into varieties of different 
iroality. 


A thousand pounds of wool per hour 


are turned out by one of the cupolas, 
and after the storage room has been 
blown full the flocculent mass is pushed 
into bags, ready for the market. The 
whole process affords an admirable and 
interesting illustration of the utilization 
of an otterly waste product. — Cassier's 
Magazine.

It is in cold 
weather that we meet with this trouble 
and iu cream that has ssood long not 
fcr above the iicviiug point and is 
churned peifectly sweet. This cream 
geis its first warming up ill the chnrn, 


here, instead of breaking dowu into 
utter, it swells, due to its guseous uu- 
nre. If I had such a iness of ertaru ou 
,y hands, I should take it right out oi j 
ho churn aud set it away iu a warm i 
e-mpei-iture to sour, or mis some sora- 
jreaiu with it to hasten the ripening 
•>ro«.«s, provided^ of course, it had 
not been previously matured. Better 


et. is to take preventive measures by 
reating the creaming and clinrning proc- 
3S iutelligeutly from begiiiuing to end- 
Set the warm milk, under conditions 
that will seud all of the cream to the 
surface in the quickt'ss possible rime. A 
empernture of 40 to 45 degrees is about 
die best for this, which is very easy to 
obtaiu at this Season of the year. More 
often the "set" milk stands'at a tem- 
jeratnre of 35 degrees in an open dairy 
•oom and is not skimmed for several 
days. This -in a uice way to sow see<" 
'or foamy cream that will out up aJ 
sorts of -capers in the churn. 
Set under 


"avorable conditions, the cream should 
je all on the surface in from 12 to 18 
hours, and th-a skim it It is pernicious 
to its-quality to let it stand there a, day 
or two longer. It Is u prevalent practice 
to do so, however, under the impression 
that mare cream is obtained thereby. 
But you should remember that you can 
hasten or retard the raising of cream ac- 
cording to the conditions under which 
you set -the milk. 


As soon as the cream has been lifted 


from the milk ib should be placed in a 
vessel to ripen; not in a temperature of 
50, for there it will age, no!; ripea, but 
surrounded by a warmth of from Go to 
G8 ^degrees. 
It- will mature in a few 


hours. The whole process from .setting 
the'milk -to churuiug the cream should 
not bo dragged over th« period of halt 
or a whole- week's time, as is sometimes 
done. Expedition ia fiuo butter making 
is not'undno haste; it is ;v necessity. As 
is well understood, the milk from f;ir- 
roiv-.eows, ov animals lor.g in lactation, 
will also cause cream to yield its butter 
tardily. Vviih this in mind many makers 
.attribute to this cause all of their trou- 
ble in the anfnmu when often it may 
have only a remote connection with it. 
There is no doubt but that it is fre- 
quently the one cause, especially when 
other precautions have been taken to 
obtain a natural result. Bitter cream is 
.the sequel also of holding it-.a long lime 
:at a low tempera tore. An mumturui 
fermentation develops, that might be 
cohlpurod as analogous tolKEstrtii'breEd. 
•Once taking the place of thejiatnra 
butter flavor, it can never be eradicated. 
The remedy is to cease from Jaoldin.

At Toledo yesterday morning Judge 


Pratt handed down an opinion of 
great value to workingmen, especial- 
ly those employed on railroads in this 
city and the entire country. 


The question arose on the demurrer 


of the Lake Shore company to the 
petition of William Addison. The 
latter sued the company for damages 
for being discharged from its service 
for objecting to two rules, known as 
the "black list" rules, and then pre- 
venting him from securing employ- 
ment elsewhere. 


The allegations in the petition are 


that plaintiff worked for the company 
from J87fl to J.S'.U as brakeman and 
conductor and became proficient in 
that lioe of work. That for his ob- 
jection, as a representative of a 
uaion, to the rules io question, he 
was dismissed, and was prevented 
from procuring employment on other 
roads, by an agreement between the 
defendant and other lines, under 
which none of them would employ 
men blacklisted by any member of 
the combination. Because of this 
agreement he says he has since been 
unable to procure employment in his 
chosen avocation. 


The company demurred to this pe- 


tition, arguing that there was no 
legal obligation to keep any employe, 
and that the plaintiff was not legally 
injured. 


Judge Pratt held that while there 


was no contract compelling tue com- 
paay to retain this man in its em- 
ploy, it had not the right to prevent 
him prccuringemployment elsewhere. 
The right to seek and secure employ- 
ment is one of public necessity, and 
when railroads interfere with that 
right, Judee Pratt holds that they 
are. answerable in damages. 
The 


same rule works the other way and 
has been sustained by the courts 
many times. He overruled the de- 
rnurn r and held that the petition set 
up a good cause of action.

Theodore Durrani is on trial for the 
murder of Blanche Lament, was a scene 
of excitement yesterday. The announce- 
ment by the district attorney that "the 
people rest," and the subsequent state- 
ment of attorneys for the defense that 
;hey would he ready to proceed, drew to 
the city hall a crowd that could not se- 
cure admittance to a room 10 times the 
lize of the apartment set apart for the 
trial. The fact that the defense in its 
opening statement would reveal for the 
5rst time the uatnre of evidence relied 
upon for an acquittal, served to arouse 
puhlic interest to a degree never before 
seen in California at a trial of a man for 
hia life. The hot, sultry day was in- 
tensified in the crowded courtroom. Al- 
though the occasion was of the gravesG 
importance to Durrant he was the most 
cool and impassive individual present. 


Attorney Eugene Duprey for the de- 


fense, began his opening statement. 
His intimation that the murder was 
committed, not by Durraut, but by Rev. 
John George Gibson, pastor of Emannol 
church, made in a significant allusion 
to the resemblance of the preacher's 
handwriting with the lettering °n the 
paper enclosing Blanche Lamoiti'B rings, 
created a marked sensation. The ad- 
dress of Dnprey began with a definition 
of the dnries of jurors in capital cases. 
He attacked the newspapers for the ar- 
ticles written and published concerning 
Durraiit, and ivurnud the jury against 
improper deductions from circumstan- 
tial evidence. Duprey then said the 
district attorney has presented a strong 
case of circnmstautial evidence, which 
air-first would create a strong suspicion 
of the guilt of the defendant.

Switzerland'* New Banking System, 


A. revolution in the Swiss method of 


issuing money has taken place. Under 
the old system Doth cantonal and privat-i 
banks issned money. There was no gov- 
ernment restriction on them to speaU 
of. An association of private bankers 
decided how much paper might be pnt 
npon the country and the members of 
that association bovred to the deeiiion. 


Hereafter, however, both tlip r.inton- 


al and the private institutions, as banks 
of issue, will be done away. The repub- 
lic cf Switzerland, through a stare bant, 
will itself issue ail the paper money o! 
the country. The bunks at present in ex- 
istence can exchange their bills for those 
of the state bai^c. They can also at all 
times obtain a sttpply of money from 
the state bank for the transaction of 
their business. Tne central hank will 
rediscount the bills of the other banks. 


ThTis the banking business will be di- 


vided into two distinct branches.. The 
government bank will issne all the 
money and supply currency to the local 
banks in rerarn for bills receivable for 
discount. A slight charge will be made 
for the redisccranting, sufficient to pay 
expenses. The local hanks will confine 
themselves to the other banking trans- 
actions, such as loaning money, receiv- 
ing deposits, etc. If this system were 
adopted in the United States, the na- 
tional banks wonld surrender their pow 
er of issrjing money and the government 
would take charge of that, supplying 
currency as the banks required it It is 
believed in Switzerland that under this 
system the amount of currency circular 
tion vill regulate it?el£
